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Councilwomen Lynn Schott and Christina Shea can’t agree on how much of a con artist Frances Akhavi is

T he mystery of Frances Akhavi, 
who burst onto Orange 
County’s conservative Repub¬ 
lican scene a little more than a 
decade ago and just as rapidly disappeared 
a few years back, isn’t really about her con- 
artist tendencies. As the FBI can attest, our 
region has long been a hotbed for brazen, 
well-dressed crooks who’ve mastered the 
art of swindling wealthy people out of their 
money. Just goingby the numbers, Akhavi’s 
illicit haul of around 
$1.2 million doesn’t 
qualify her as par¬ 
ticularly skillful in 
comparison with 
others of her ilk. 

What sets this 
otherwise- common 
thief apart is the 
puzzling identity of 
her chief defender, 
Lynn Schott, the 
mayor pro tern 
of Irvine. On the 
city’s official website, Schott boasts of her 
“fundamental” commitment “to serving 
honorably with uncommon transparency 
and integrity.” Yet, the councilwoman— 
who knows an Arizona federal grand jury 
indicted Akhavi, a.k.a. Farzaneh Akhavi, on 
87 fraud counts, leading to a June 29 guilty 
plea agreement—nonetheless describes 
her Tea Party pal as “a national treasure.” 

During a July 24 phone interview with 
the Weekly, a feisty Schott refused to back 
down, arguing Akhavi has been treated 
unfairly and predicting eventual exonera¬ 
tion. “She has not yet had her day in court,” 
the councilwoman said in a misleading 
statement that raises a key question: What 
more is necessary to appreciate the swin¬ 
dler’s guilt after she acknowledged under 
oath to federal prosecutors Kevin M. Rapp 
and Mark S. Kokanovich that she’d com¬ 
mitted money laundering, income-tax eva¬ 
sion and bank fraud in exchange for them 
dropping most of the indictment’s counts? 

Schott declined to discuss the reason 
an unamused U.S. District Court Judge 
Diane Humetewa tore up the guilty plea, 
reinstated all charges and ordered a trial. 
The con artist signed the plea in English 
but wrote a word in Farsi that, when 
translated, means something akin to 
“innocent.” That deal would have capped 
incarceration at no more than three years. 

Now, if found guilty, she faces the 
potential of spending more than a decade 
in custody. Akhavi’s brilliant move also 
erased the government’s agreement not to 
pursue her 36-year-old daughter, whom 
prosecutors allege benefitted from the 
swindling operation. 


“The defendant provides inconsistent 
excuses for using her victims’ funds to 
purchase real estate in the name of an 
entity controlled by her daughter,” states 
a Department of Justice court brief that 
goes on to assert that a remorseless, 
chronically unemployed Akhavi “fraudu¬ 
lently extracted” money from unwitting 
acquaintances for years, then “subsisted 
on” fraud, robbing at least one family of its 
life savings. 

Christina Shea, a fellow Republican who 
sits next to Schott on the City Council dais, 
remembers meeting Akhavi around 2010 
at a party activists’ event. “She was engag¬ 
ing,” Shea recalls. “But she was a promoter, 
a political operative. She gave the impres¬ 
sion that she owned a TV station in Los 
Angeles. I thought she was very wealthy.” 

By around 2014, Shea became suspicious, 
while Schott and Akhavi, whom she saw 
as “very close—like sisters, really strangely 
close,” plotted to wrestle control of the 
Orange County Republican Party from 
then-chairman Scott Baugh. She visited 
what she believes was a large, off-the-books 
campaign office on MacArthur Boulevard 
in Newport Beach, where the two women 
worked together on political aims. “I said 
to myself, What’s going on?’ Up until then, 
our Irvine party events were very small,” 
she says. “I don’t think [the Newport Beach 
operation] was ever reported [on campaign- 
disclosure reports].” 

After Akhavi’s indictment, Shea phoned 
Schott to tell her she’d be wise to distance 
herself from her friend. The call didn’t go 
well, much like my recent one. “Lynn was 
very defensive,” Shea says. “She said it was 
all lies. No matter what I said about the 87 
counts, she defended Akhavi and she said 
she would never speak to me again.” 

The relationship is noticeably frigid 
during council meetings, where Schott, a 
self-described ultra-conservative Repub¬ 
lican, has been aligning herself with 
interests tied to Larry Agran, the longtime 
Democratic Party boss who was booted 
from office in 2014 after squandering hun¬ 
dreds of millions in public funds intended 
to build the Orange County Great Park. 

Asked during my call why she didn’t 
consider Akhavi’s confession meaning¬ 
ful, Schott said, “That’s not the person I 
know,” then hung up. 

SHOE STORE OWNER’S LIES 
EARN PUNISHMENT 

Dressed in a fine gray suit covering a 
husky 47-year-old frame that once earned 
a football scholarship to Cal State Fuller¬ 
ton before converting himself into a mul¬ 
timillionaire Orange County businessman, 
Sherif Hunein arrived on the top floor of 


the Ronald Reagan Federal Courthouse 
this week for sentencing stemming from 
his white-collar crimes. 

To grab a $1.8 million Small Business 
Administration loan in November 2011 for 
the purchase of a retail shoe store called 
Shoes N’ Shoes, Hunein lied on a sworn 
application and submitted a doctored 
financial statement to a federally insured 
Newport Beach bank. 

The cash infusion allowed the Egyptian 
immigrant—who arrived in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia as a non-English-speaking, 7-year- 
old in 1977—to live with his wife and three 
kids in a $1.6 million home inside a gated 
community about a minute’s drive to Pacific 
Coast Highway in Huntington Beach. 

But after two years, the business col¬ 
lapsed—he claims not from malfeasance, 
but because of competition—and he 
defaulted on $1.4 million, a mess that 
eventually caught the attention of federal 
law-enforcement officials. 

Confronted in December 2016, Hunein 
quickly signed a guilty plea agreement. 
Assistant United States Attorney Jen¬ 
nifer L. Waier recommended a 27-month 
prison trip after giving a sentencing- 
guideline discount for the defendant’s 
confession. The U.S. Probation Office 
differed, suggesting incarceration for 15 
months. However, the defendant, who’d 
fled his native country because of alleged 
Muslim Brotherhood threats against his 
family, sought a punishment no worse 
than home confinement for eight months. 

“[My client] is very remorseful,” 
Hunein’s Los Angeles-based lawyer, 

Aaron May, told U.S. District Court Judge 


Andrew J. Guilford. “He made a mistake 
that is not reflective of his character.. 

.. He’s a very religious man_This is 

somebody who learned his lesson and 
knows what he did was wrong.” 

Hunein, who has boasted on his resume 
of his banking acumen and brought two 
Coptic Orthodox Christian priests to court 
as character witnesses, supplemented 
the stance. “I’m very sorry for what was 
done,” he read from a prepared statement. 
“I’m asking for leniency so I can be here 
for my wife, my family and my mother.” 

Sensing she was losing the argument, 
Waier told Guilford she questioned the 
defendant’s sincerity. “He intentionally 
fleeced,” she said. “He willfully lied.” 

The judge turned to the defendant, say¬ 
ing, “Your life story is positive. You came 
through difficult circumstances. That 
speaks well of you.” 

Hunein smiled and slowly nodded his 
head, not knowing what was coming. 

“Your actions here don’t speak well of 
you,” Guilford added. 'You lied, and there 
were great losses.... I need to promote 
respect for the law. I need to let people 
know there will be consequences.... 
There must be a custodial sentence.” 

With his wife weeping and his right 
hand covering his face, Hunein learned 
his punishment: A one-year loss of free¬ 
dom. He must surrender to prison offi¬ 
cials no later than Oct. 27.

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MONDAY-HEARTS AND MINDS 

At the Humphreys Half Moon Inn in San Diego, two events were in full 
swing: a Marine Corps workshop for high-school educators and a Ziggy 
Marley concert. 

The workshop’s conference room overlooked the concert venue on 
one side and the harbor on the other. Bass rattled the windows. Several 
ships docked outside flew Rastafarian flags. 

“This is the opening pipeline,” Colonel Terry Johnson told the group 
of about 80, as a grinning image of Ziggy flapped in the breeze behind 
him. The “pipeline” was the teachers, and it works like this: The teach¬ 
ers would take “the raw material sitting in your classrooms” and assist 
in “making them into Marines.” 

America has waged war for the past two decades in Afghanistan, 

Iraq, Syria, Yemen, Somalia and other far-flung nations. Now, Don¬ 
ald Trump and his generals want to send thousands more fighters to 
Afghanistan alone, a place where, so far, more than 2,000 American 
lives have been claimed and some 20,000 more have been wounded. To 
supply these wars, Uncle Sam needs a fresh supply of fighters. 

And that’s where the Marine Corps Educators Workshop comes in. 
Every year, the Corps invites teachers, coaches, counselors and other 
employees from high schools within the 12th Marine Corps District, 
which spans the western United States and extends to Guam, to a 
weeklong seminar held on various Marine bases around San Diego 
County. By experiencing a version of boot camp themselves—log¬ 
climbing, body-carrying, tightrope-walking, history lessons, yelling, 
discipline, punishment and the like—the brass feels teachers will learn 


enough about Marine life to nudge their students to become leather¬ 
necks themselves. 

They get free travel, meals and hotel rooms in Southern California, 
with complete liberty every evening to retire to the Humphreys’ well- 
tended pool, bar and Jacuzzis. 

And it’s all worth it for the Marines. “We’re gonna continue to 
foster those relationships and ensure that they stay maintained, so 
that the relationship with the schools in turn helps with what’s going 
on between the recruiter and those schools,” says Sergeant Jessica 
Quezada, the marketing and public-affairs representative for Recruiting 
Station Orange, based in Santa Ana. She organizes four of these work¬ 
shops each year, drawing hundreds of teachers from across the country. 

During this night’s welcome dinner, teachers bond over stories of 
budget cuts, bureaucracy and wayward students who’d be perfect for 
the Corps. “I’ve got kids who have been in the Marines and come back, 
and I’ve seen the difference in them,” says Jason Sorrell, a British expat 
who teaches English and coaches soccer for Capistrano Valley High 
School. “I love their patriotism—I think that’s fantastic—but I think it’s 
the discipline. Love the discipline.” 

Quezada says she doesn’t like to preach to the converted. “Typically, 
we like to bring in those who are skeptical, who are not as knowledge¬ 
able about the organization,” she says. 

Still, the Marines can’t help but attract the people who love the 
armed forces. While this summer’s teachers came to the workshop as 
patriots, the Corps made sure they left Marine patriots.

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TUESDAY-RUNNING THE GAUNTLET 

We rose for hotel breakfast at 6 a.m.—not 
nearly as early as recruits, who get up at 
around 4:30 every morning. Over bacon, 
Major Michael Taylor took complex 
questions from teachers about his tours 
of duty in Afghanistan and other theaters. 
Why did tribal sheiks turn down medical 
facilities, saying they would be seized by 
the Taliban anyway? Wouldn’t they do 
anything to help their families? Moral 
perplexities flitted at the edges of the 
conversations about the politics of mili¬ 
tary life. 

As we waited for the bus, Staff Sergeant 
Joshua Glotzbecker told us the basic 
commands that make up the entirety of 
a recruit’s vocabulary for most of his or 
her day. “Aye, aye, sir!” is a recognition 
of a command. Upon hearing “eyeballs,” 
the proper response is “Click, sir” and to 
turn one’s head and eyes toward the com¬ 
manding officer; the “click” represents an 
immediate mechanical response to the 
order and a “lock” on the target. Simi¬ 
larly, when the commanding officer says, 
“Ears,” the recruits are to respond, “Open, 
sir,” indicating they are listening. 

With a wide-brimmed drill instruc¬ 
tor’s hat and a sleeve of tattoos down his 
right arm, Glotzbecker seemed as if he 
had just kicked the ass of R. Lee Ermey on 
the set of Full Metal Jacket. “That’s what 
I’ve been living off of the past few years,” 
Glotzbecker says. “Red Bull and hate.” 

There wasn’t any time to be confused, 
or back out, or cave in. The first half- 
hour of boot camp, as we experienced it, 


was designed to deny us the opportunity 
to stop to question what was happening 
and why. 

Arriving at the Marine Corps Recruit¬ 
ment Depot (MCRD), San Diego, drill 
instructors provide “surround sound,” as 
Taylor calls it. “GET OFF MY BUS!” the 
drill instructors yell, as if we were tres¬ 
passing. We are pointed—vigorously—to 
rows of yellow-painted footprints on the 
ground and told to stand on them and 
stand straight. And wait. 

They split us into a mock pick-up— 
groups of pretend recruits who are meet¬ 
ing a resident instructor. On the way to 
the pick-up, we see someone “in the pit” 
for individual training (IT). This recruit 
had messed up really bad, Glotzbecker 
mutters. He struggled through standing 
bicycle crunches as a drill instructor cir¬ 
cled him, but it was no good: The recruit 
succumbed to his exhaustion over and 
over, panting in the dust. 

At the barracks, we are introduced to 
the people who would be in charge of 
us if we were actually a batch of fresh 
recruits. The instructor issues a volley of 
commands, and our subpar mastery of the 
eight-word recruit vocabulary (aye, click, 
open, yes, no, kill, sir and ma’am) falls 
apart almost instantly. 

Drill Sargeant: Sit down! 

Us: Yes, sir! 

That’s “Aye, aye, sir!” 

Aye, aye, sir! 

“Aye, aye” means you understand. 

“Yes” means you’re answering a question. 
Understand? 

Aye, aye, sir! 

No! That’s “Yes, sir!” 

Yes, sir! 


No! That’s “Aye, aye, sir!” Understand? 

Aye, aye, Sir! 

Throughout it all, the drill instructor 
never cracks a smile. We are too terrified 
to try. 

We have lunch with actual recruits, 
nearly all of whom are on the edge of 20 
and are secretly enjoying the opportunity 
for upgraded chow, provided because 
they are dining with us. They are half 
broken and half re-formed; they have a 
certain childishness at the depot. It’s not 
the mix of maturity and immaturity one 
goes through on the cusp of adulthood. 

It’s a receptivity and obedience mixed 
with a restrained eagerness to do right. 
Their clean faces and shaved heads only 
add to this infantile impression. Each of 
them has become, as the Marines tell me, 
a new person. 

As we eat, I speak with two recruits 
who identify themselves only by their last 
names, Bird and Baker. “I wanted to join 
mainly because of my discipline,” Baker 
says. “I wasn’t appreciating things back 
home as much as I should have been.” 

“I’ve always wanted to be a Marine,” 
adds Bird, whose father was a Marine. “I 
wanted to follow in his footsteps [and] 
hopefully achieve what he achieved and 
more. Hopefully, one day, I can look back 
on my past and be proud of what I was. 
And if I have children of my own, hope¬ 
fully they’ll look up to me and walk in 
my footsteps.” 

And there are a lot of footsteps involved 
in being a Marine. We end the day with 
a visit to the field where Marines take 
their semiannual Combat Fitness Test 
(CFT), which fully trained, active-duty 
Marines have to complete semiannually to 


prove they have what it takes to suffer the 
physical trials of battle. Among other tasks, 
Marines must frantically crawl past cones, 
throw a dummy grenade into a box of 
cones, zigzag around cones toting 30-pound 
ammo cans, and carry a living person past 
several hundred feet of plastic cones. 

A course instructor tries to reassure us 
by saying it’s easier than it looks. One of 
the Marines behind us scoffs and mutters, 
“I still hate doing this.” 

Crawling, I discover, can be exception¬ 
ally difficult, especially when you have 
to do it as fast as you can. Throwing a 
grenade is not nearly as easy as throwing 
a baseball when your arms are rubbery 
from carrying weighted ammo cans. Lift¬ 
ing a human body is not as easy as giving 
a piggyback ride, especially when you can 
barely pull your own body off the ground. 
And, in a cruel metaphor for my vocation, 

I have to drag the PR lady from St. John 
Bosco High in Bellflower across the field, 
then carry her in a lopsided sprint to the 
starting line. “That was an interpretation 
of a fireman’s carry,” Sorrell says after¬ 
ward. Apparently, the Marines don’t grant 
points for creativity. 

WEDNESDAY-CORPS VALUES 

The next morning, Glotzbecker is drink¬ 
ing a Red Bull while eating his bacon and 
eggs. “It doesn’t really do much to me any¬ 
more,” he says about the energy beverage. 
“I just like the taste of it.” 

A bus takes us to the Marine airbase 
at Miramar. We are not allowed to take 
pictures of any aircraft not explicitly 
cleared for approval in advance, nor can 
we take any photos of military aircraft 
taking off—which proves surprisingly 
difficult because when F-16s roar off 
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the tarmac like vengeful furies, they are 
quite photogenic indeed. But we can snap 
away at a pre-approved F-16 and Osprey. 
Their mild-mannered pilots gamely allow 
the teachers to take pictures of their air 
squadron patches, black knights and red 
lions emblazoned on their flight suits. 

After lunch at the MCRD (where the 
local Marine brass band performs a set, 
complete with a Beyonce cover—hey, if 
the prospect of warfare won’t attract mil- 
lennials, maybe a tuba-heavy “Crazy in 
Love” will), we visit the MCRD San Diego 
Command Museum. We hit the gift shop 
first, with teachers sweeping up frag gre¬ 
nade lighters; T-shirts that read, “Teufel 
Hunden” (“Devil Dog” in German, as well 
as a nickname for Marines); and bumper 
stickers with slogans such as “Lead, fol¬ 
low, or get out of the way” and “Pain is 
weakness leaving the body.” 

Two veterans guide us and provide 
personal testimony to supplement much 
of the commentary on the Vietnam War 
exhibit. A cutaway display of jungle soil 
shows an array of formidable Viet Cong 
booby traps—sharpened bamboo rods 
smeared with human feces, a chicken 
trap-like array of giant metal hooks, and 
a howitzer shell hooked up to a pressure 
plate—all “buried” just 2 feet below the 
surface. In an adjoining subterranean dis¬ 
play, a guerrilla is in the middle of crawling 
through the trapdoor of a tunnel network. 

One of the vets, who served in Vietnam, 
speaks with remarkable vehemence about 
how fruitless and unjust the war was—not 
only was the U.S. premise for invasion 
unfounded, but also the communist 
regime that emerged after the war was 
hardly any different than how it would be 
in a capitalist system; most of Vietnamese 


society was centered on local villages and 
family elders, not urban infrastructure 
or political ideologies. Nonetheless, he 
says, even if you don’t support the war, 
we Americans should always support the 
Marines themselves, for they seldom have 
a choice in the matter beyond fighting 
with dignity and bravery. The teachers 
nod with solemn approval. 

The tour is all glory, from Nassau to 
Iraq. But our guide does mention that 
although Japanese troops were told by 
their commanders that Americans would 
kill them anyway if they surrendered, the 
Marines “didn’t disappoint them” and 
didn’t take many prisoners after the Battle 
of Iwo Jima. 

THURSDAY—CONFIDENCE-BUILDING 

At the crack of dawn, we pile onto the bus 
to visit Camp Pendleton. The first major 
activity of the day is 12 Stall, described 
by Quezada as a “human puzzle.” Within 
the outdoor, wooden stalls are different 
obstacles and objects. Each team receives 
a laminated piece of paper with a sce¬ 
nario, its mission. Part of the squad solves 
the actual puzzle—my team has to repair 
a dilapidated bridge for a river crossing- 
while the rest of the group provides “secu¬ 
rity” by staying on lookout. If any member 
touches the ground, or a red-painted 
object, or looks inward towards the stall 
for too long when they’re supposed to be 
providing security, that person “dies” and 
has to sprint back and forth on a dirt road 
while carrying two 30-pound ammo cans. 

As a puzzle fanatic, I’m excited for this 
challenge. But the teachers have already 
sealed social bonds during many rendez¬ 
vous by the hotel Jacuzzis; as a 19-year-old

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college student, I didn’t have the social 
capital to assert my role as one of the chief 
puzzle-solvers. Fine, I’ll do security. 

As I scan the horizon for terrorists, my 
security comrades succumb one by one to 
the intriguing world of problem solving 
behind us, neglecting their posts. The drill 
sergeant prowling the catwalk above us 
picks them off: “You! Go die!” he screams 
time and time again. My comrades 
disappear, reappearing later, 
their clothes saturated 
with sweat and their 
lungs heaving. 

But I have self- 
control. I had read the 
story of Perseus and 
Medusa; I don’t need 
to turn around and 
look. The desert 
horizon will 
suffice for me. 

And then 
I feel a 
heavy 
hand 
on my 
shoul¬ 
der. 

“You’re hav¬ 
ing too much 
fun,” Sergeant Vic¬ 
tor Romualdo says. 

I’m dead. 

I jog to the dusty trace 
where the ammo cans are 
stacked. “No one cares 
that you’re tired!” screams 
Glotzbecker as I run 
up and down the 
path while car¬ 
rying the world’s 
heaviest lunch pails. 

When I drop them at his feet, I yell, 
“Mission accomplished. Aye, aye, sir!” But 
he stops me before I can leave. 

“Are they straight?” he asks, pointing 
to the cans. They sit askew next to the 
neat row of metal boxes. “ARE THEY 
STRAIGHT? DO IT AGAIN!” 

By the end of the day, my finger mus¬ 
cles are so sore from carrying ammo cans 
I can barely wipe my ass. 

But Antonio Melendrez, a 20-year-old 
who coaches volleyball at Diego Rivera 
Learning Complex in South Central Los 
Angeles, has it worse. As he tilts his body 
toward the bus’ AC unit, I ask him what 
had happened. He tells me he “died” eight 
or nine times. From the looks of him, he 
had nearly died for real. 

Far easier was the firing range. The 
Marines give us a crash course on how 
to use an M16. After about 45 minutes of 
instruction, we civilians are able to hit sta¬ 
tionary targets accurately from a distance 
of 100 yards. Though some shell casings 
slip down a few shirts, we avoid shooting 
ourselves. Firing a gun is not very fun in 
itself. Combat, I imagine, is what makes 
things interesting. 


Next is the Confidence Course, the 
iconic array of logs, rope and dirt you 
see recruits tackle in movies. It’s called 
that because the gauntlet is supposed to 
increase recruits’ confidence by showing 
them they can achieve things they didn’t 
know they could. A prerequisite for that 
self-worth boost, however, is that a recruit 
can complete it. The teachers don’t feel 
particularly confident before—or after- 
attempting the course. 

Donning Kevlar helmets and flak jack¬ 
ets, we approach our first obstacle: the 

Weaver. It resembles a giant lad¬ 
der made from logs broken 
in half, then 
standing at 
a 30-degree 
angle in 
the shape 
of a roof. It’s 
designed for climb¬ 
ing, naturally, and a 
matrix of rope web¬ 
bing hangs below it in 
case anyone falls. 

The toughest challenge 
thus far had been the CFT. 
Most teachers failed— 
but one of the few who 
aced it was Raul Romo, 
a Mexican-born counselor 
at Narbonne High School in 
Harbor City who has run 11 
marathons. Romo not only 
passed the drill instructors’ 
tests, but he also met their 
“challenges” 
(he did well 
more 
than 
100 
weight- 
lifts with the 
ammo cans). He is 
our rock, our hope. And he’s 
the first to attempt the Weaver. 

That’s why we die a little when Romo 
slips from the last log of the structure. 

As he extracts himself from the safety 
net, I spot large, mottled bruises on his 
arms blooming where he had hugged 
the logs. Soon enough, I will have those 
same bruises. 

Walking a steel tightrope, with a second 
steel rope above to keep you from falling, 
seemed exceedingly easy, but we learn 
that’s because we are doing the watered- 
down version of the real challenge. 
Recruits are supposed to walk across the 
rope while carrying a jerry can holding 
5 gallons of water in one hand. Picking it 
up, I doubt I can even walk the distance 
carrying it. 

As Team Orange County (Romo had 
dubbed us the “OC Wranglers”) makes 
its way back from the tightropes to 
the equipment shed, guttural yells cut 
through the wind. This is not a drill. We 
return to find Team San Diego field¬ 
ing their most implausible opponent 
against the Weaver. A teacher nicknamed 
“Teddy” because of his physique clings 
to the bottom of a log like a koala. The 
drill instructor stands above him, just one 
































log over. Teddy lets out another cry as he 
tries to swing a leg over the next log, but 
he doesn’t get it high enough and slips. 
The instructor encourages him onward, 
telling him to swing his leg a little higher 
and get it over the top. But Teddy’s 
reserves are empty. 

"I’m sorry, sir, that’s all I got!” he says, 
then drops off the log. 

Maybe the rope wasn’t strong enough, 
or maybe the wood or the carabiners 
weren’t strong enough. Something snaps, 
and the crowd gasps as the net dips lower 
than it should. Teddy is about 4 feet from 
the ground. He rolls into the dust side¬ 
ways as the rope sags. The teachers sigh 
in relief. 

"Now how’s that for a finale?” a captain 
shouts, his hands raised, showing a flair 
for showmanship. We snap out of our 
daze and move to the supply truck, where 
we’ll leave our helmets and flak jackets. 
Thankfully, the Corps will have two weeks 
to repair the Confidence Course for the 
real recruits. 

FRIDAY-FINALE 

We leave for the recruit graduation cer¬ 
emony early in the morning. Well, some of 
us do. Several teachers had spent a little 
too much time by the pool shack the night 
before. I was told the evening was pretty 
intense. My roommate had returned to 
our room unusually damp; one of the pen¬ 
alties for their games, he had said, was a 
mandatory dip in the pool. 

One of the Marines stays behind to 


drive the stragglers separately, but they all 
reach the ceremony on time. The parade 
deck is so large you can see the horizon 
bend. Something about that parade deck 
sucks the energy out of you, Glotzbecker 
tells us. No matter how hard you drill, no 
matter how many tours of duty you’ve 
done, that sun-baked slab is worse than 
any obstacle course. 

Surviving that is the last test for the 
graduating Marines. The fresh boots 
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march across the deck to the ecstatic 
cheers of friends and family in the bleach¬ 
ers. A voice recites the accomplishments 
of the former recruits, now members of 
India Company. 

After completing an arcane matrix 
of footsteps and shouts, the drill 
instructors give their last orders. The 
new Marines finish with a shout of 
“OOHRAH,” then turn around as if to 
march away. But a second later, they leap 


for joy and break into clusters of group 
hugs as the bleachers roar with approval. 
A voice on the speaker kindly reminds 
friends and family to refrain from cross¬ 
ing the parade deck. 

Volleys of "Good afternoon, staff 
sergeant” rain down on us as our drill 
instructors lead us past gaggles of Marines 
milling behind the bleachers. They look 
slightly disappointed when those staff 
sergeants don’t respond. 

Back at the hotel, the teachers load 
their cars with Marine-logoed duffel bags 
and rubber-banded rolls of recruitment 
posters for their classrooms. Another 
batch of teachers is ready to take our spots 
in the hotel for the next workshop. 

In five days, we had witnessed how 
young men and women become Marines. 
The teachers themselves hadn’t changed 
much, but they had seen other people 
change and were inspired by that. 

And then there was Melendrez. He had 
tried to talk his sister out of joining after 
high school. "Just Marines, you know? 

You think about war, and she’s my sister, 
you know?” he says. "So it’s, like, crazy. It’s 
kind of hard to have a sister out there.” 

But then he signed up for the teacher 
workshop. 

"I didn’t know about it until I just 
kinda crashed a conversation between 
my co-worker and my boss,” Melendrez 
says, a grin spreading across his face. 

"I heard M16s, shooting, and I was like, 
'Sign me up!”’

Romanian Rhapsody 

Goodies In the Pantry makes great Eastern European sausages of every tube

H ave you ever seen a chimney 
cake before? In Romania, the 
treat is called kiirtoskalacs, 
and after seeing it on one 
of Andrew Zimmern’s shows, I never 
thought I’d encounter one in the flesh in 
Orange County. But then, one Saturday, 
there it was, being made right before my 
eyes. A woman was rolling dough into 
long strips at a table outside of Goodies In 
the Pantry, the Romanian deli and butcher 
shop I had come to Orange to visit. She 
wound the dough ropes around cylindri¬ 
cal spits as though they were twine. She 
then placed them over a heat source to 
rotate slowly and cook. When they were 
done, she rolled them in sugar and nuts. I 
knew I needed to take one home, but not 
before I went inside to survey what other 
discoveries I’d find. 

Goodies In the Pantry resembled some¬ 
thing out of a quaint Eastern European 
village. Entering through the back door, I 
encountered two tiny tables with antique¬ 
looking woven fabric as tablecloths. A small 
sleeping cot was butted up against the wall. 
In front of it, an area was made to look 
like a hearth. On an opposite wall, shelves 
groaned with jars of sauce, boxes of biscuits 
and big bottles of orange Fanta. Adjacent to 
this, I saw pictures of a burly man wrestling 
a sturgeon. Soon, I would meet that man. 

As I walked to the front, he greeted me, 
reaching across a deli-meat case to offer 
his enormous hand. He introduced him¬ 
self as Claudiu Giorgioni, the owner of the 
shop. I would later find out that before 
he opened this store, Giorgioni was, 
among other things, a sturgeon farmer in 
Romania and, not surprisingly, a Brazilian 


jiu-jitsu world champion. That sturgeon 
never had a chance. 

A warm and doting host, Giorgioni 
offered samples of the cooked meats and 
sausages from his lunch-special choices 
until I found something I liked. And if 
you’re there to purchase one of his home¬ 
made sausages or hand-carved steaks, he 
will tell you how best to cook it. Giorgioni 
is essentially a one-man show. Though he 
has two people working with him, they 
are behind the scenes. Since he’s atten¬ 
tive to everyone who walks into his shop, 
expect a wait when there are more than 
two customers in line. It’s a reminder that 
this isn’t Costco, where the meat is cello¬ 
phane-wrapped and the workers anony¬ 
mous. Giorgioni’s Goodies In the Pantry is 
a gem—a butcher shop from another era. 

If you’re there to have lunch, consider 
yourself lucky if Giorgioni has made sar- 
male, meat-stuffed cabbage rolls, which 
he describes as Romania’s most famous 
dish. It’s served warm, bursting with 
ground pork and dolloped with a glop of 
cold sour cream. Depending on the day’s 
offerings, there could also be chicken 
sauteed with mushrooms, roasted beef 
chuck, even ribs. The side dish is most 
often mashed potatoes, but without fail, 
there will always be pickled cabbage- 
something I never knew every meat-and- 
potatoes dish needed. 

You should never leave Goodies In the 
Pantry without buying a few pounds of 
Giorgioni’s fresh sausages. His Romanian 
sausages, seasoned with allspice and 
packed full of garlic, tastes almost Korean. 
His Transylvanian sausage—for which he 
uses lovage, a celery-flavored herb—is not 


as bold, but just as flavorful. On another 
visit, I brought back English bangers 
made in the traditional Cumberland style 
with nutmeg, mace (the spice, not the 
weapon) and sage. After searing the sau¬ 
sages in a pan and finishing them in the 
oven, my kitchen filled with the aromas. 

I realized then that there was no need to 
supplement the dish with the usual onion 
gravy. Served plain with some mashed 
potatoes out of a box, it was the best 
bangers and mash I’ve ever eaten. 

For most of his sausages, Giorgioni sug¬ 
gests pan hying, then adding a bit of water 
to steam it to doneness. No matter how hard 
I tried to overcook them, none ended up 
being less than tender and juicy. I’ve yet to 
sample his Italian sausage, but my Italian 
friend swears that it’s the best she’s had, per¬ 
fect when paired with peppers and polenta. 

Perhaps the most ringing endorsement 
of Goodies In the Pantry was from a Roma¬ 
nian customer I spoke to while waiting in 
line. He told me that within Orange Coun¬ 
ty’s sizable Romanian community, the 
skinless version of the Romanian sausage I 
had is most coveted. He told me Giorgioni 
takes advance orders for it, and in his opin¬ 
ion, Goodies In the Pantry’s is far better 
than the version produced by the county’s 
other Romanian butcher. I’ve since looked 
up that other butcher, and guess what: It 
also offers kiirtoskalacs! Who knew?!... I 
guess OC’s Romanians did.

I still miss the old Perry's Pizza next to 
the Newport Pier, which closed in 2014 
after 40 years. Its square slices were a 
great companion with which to wander 
around the Peninsula or to try to sneak 
into the Lido Theater (a great way to hide 
pizza? One of those big legal folders that 
expands like an accordion). But to be 
honest? Its newish Huntington Beach 
location off Brookhurst Avenue is better. 
The view is a Trader Joes parking lot— 
but right next to Perrys is TKO Records. 
It's inland—but the small space's win¬ 
dows open up completely during the 
summertime, lending a coastal feel. More 
important, the change has injected Per¬ 
ry's with a vibrancy that made it not only 
a quick favorite in its new neighborhood, 
but also one with a plan for the future. 

On tap? A bunch of Ballast Point suds. 
There are succulent prime rib sliders on 
Thursday and crunchy chicken parmesan 
sliders for happy hour the rest of the week 
to accompany the other subs. Old pictures 
of the Newps regulars decorate the tables, 
and the Perry's Pizza logo—has a wooden 
roller ever looked more welcoming?—is 
brighter than ever. But the roasted-cherry- 
tomatoes appetizer, bright and light and 
fabulous, is something you'd be served 
at Mozza. And the fancy salads draw in 
the ladies who lunch, the type who would 
usually never be seen next to a pizza 
parlor even if you spotted them a week of 
Pilates. Pizzerias dot HB like loncheras in 
SanTana, so the folks here know that to 
have a run like the one at the original spot, 
they had to evolve—but do it right. 

Everything Perry's does is delicious, 
and I wish I liked beer so I could knock 
back one of its famous milk jugs of brew. 

I always get the same order: Perry's 
Special, a hefty garden salad and two 
Sicilian slices. I never finish the salad 
because I immediately need to get my 
pizza fix. That chewy crust, the tangier- 
than-usual sauce with just a rumor of 
heat, the cheese that stretches like hot 
caramel, the grease that turns the paper 
plates upon which each slice comes 
translucent—simplicity at its finest.

E very once in a while, 

I find a restaurant in 
Long Beach that I love 
so much I’m tempted 
to never write about it. And 
I’m not talking about the secret 
garage tacos that lurk across cen¬ 
tral Long Beach on weekends, the 
mere mention of whose location 
would get that shit shut down in 
an LBPD second. I mean a place 
so undiscovered by Instagram 
foodies and the downtown set 
that its cute two-table patio and 
pretty-plated pan-Latin dishes 
could probably remain hidden 
inside its East Long Beach shop¬ 
ping center forever if not for a nudge that 
lets people know it actually exists. 

But all that wouldn’t be fair to chef 
Cesar Villarreal, whose airy Cesar’s Bistro 
deserves all the praise in Long Beach that 
his other projects have received in his 
native South America. 

For this 2-year-old restaurant on the cor¬ 
ner of Pacific Coast Highway and Loynes, 
Villarreal—who was trained at the Mausi 
Sebess Escuela de Cocina in Buenos Aires 
and once owned restaurants in his native 
Colombia—scouted his customer base and 
crafted a deep, thoughtful menu of both 
traditional and fusion dishes from across 
Latin America that are introducing new¬ 
bies to the connections and common fla¬ 
vors between the region’s various cuisines. 

The result is a menu that starts in 
Colombia with pork-rice calentao and 
tomato-y hogao sauce and moves outward 
into Peruvian lomo saltado and Cuban 
sandwiches with ease. 

Upping the accessibility ante for the 
surrounding clientele (mostly moneyed 
families and boat-loving retirees) is a casual 
25-seat cafe, filled with bright-green chairs, 
helpful female servers and a soundtrack of 
familiar high-energy Spanish music that 
on more than one visit has veered into 
Ricky Martin territory. This is all a major 
upgrade in setting for most of this kind of 
food because in Long Beach, the only other 
place you’re going to find things such as 
pork-stuffed Colombian arepas, Peruvian- 
style aji amarillo chicken or tostones- 
loaded Caribbean fried rice are at such 
hole-in-the-wall classics as El Paisa, El 
Polio Imperial and Honduras’ Kitchen. 

With subtle touches including house- 
infused teas and lemonades and an addic¬ 
tive corn relish that dots the rim of each 
pristine white plate (microgreens are a 
common accent here, too), Villarreal is 
clearly aiming for a different audience. His 
main lure so far has been the Argentine-

inspired empanadas, each puffy pastry pad¬ 
ded with either a traditional filling (ground 
beef) or Villarreal original (ham and pine¬ 
apple and cinnamon-clove) and stamped 
perfectly on the seam with “Cesar’s Bistro.” 
Start your meal with at least a few for a 
necessary introduction, knowing you can 
always take a dozen home for later. 

From there, you can keep it conventional 
with grilled Jamaican tilapia and chimi- 
churri-pressed chicken or dig into mash-up 
entries such as a Wagyu beefburger made 
with a pillowy arepa bun or, if dining before 
lunchtime, the hodgepodge “Monster” 
breakfast plate, which gives you an empa¬ 
nada, a pizza-style corn cake, a house cho- 
rizo sausage and more. The gooey chicken 
milanesa sandwich, which oozes with avo¬ 
cado and spicy mayo sauces, might be one of 
the most satisfying hot sandwiches in town. 
Let the good happy hour menu of beer and 
table wines wash down whatever is left. 

It would seem weirder that Cesar’s Bis¬ 
tro is not already on many people’s radar if 
not for its immediate neighbors: the inef¬ 
fable Enrique’s, the breakfast haven Local 
Spot and the quick-service Kpasta. A lack 
of signage on the center’s cluttered bill¬ 
board doesn’t help either. But after stum¬ 
bling into the place almost accidentally 
last year and spending the subsequent 
months falling slowly and hopelessly in 
love with its charms, it’s no use trying to 
keep this Latin American hideaway to 
myself anymore. See you there!

There Goes the Barrio 


Gentrification is now hot in Hollywood—but King of the Hill savaged the subject best

A ll of a sudden, gentrification is 
a hot topic in Hollywood. The 
scabrously funny Legends of 
Chamberlain Heights devoted 
an episode to the subject this year, and it’s 
been a recurring plot point the past couple 
of seasons on the Showtime hit Shameless. 
It was a through-line to the little-seen 
2017 film Lowriders, and America Ferrera 
produced a Latino-centric take called 
Gente-Fied that’s yet to screen beyond a 
tantalizing promo. CBS is prepping for the 
second season of Superior Donuts, which 
takes on gentrification in Chicago. And 
just the other week, on Million Dollar List¬ 
ing New York, star Fredrik Eklund fretted 
about how realtors such as him were irre¬ 
vocably changing working-class neighbor¬ 
hoods, which was a bit like the buffalo 
hunter realizing perhaps he shouldn’t 
have killed all those animals while stand¬ 
ing on a pyramid of skulls. 

I know all about this trend, both as 
someone who’s covered the subject in 
downtown SanTana and beyond for 15 
years and as a failed screenwriter: In late 
2015,1 sold a script to one of the major 
networks about gentrification in Boyle 
Heights, where shit’s been going down 
for years. It didn’t get to pilot because 
network executives said my main char¬ 
acter wasn’t fleshed out enough—that’s 
fine. But it’s nice to know that studio suits 
are paying attention to real-life issues 
in Southern California for once. Expect 


more projects and episodes and pitches to 
come—and yet we’ll all fail to match the 
sharpest Hollywood treatment of gentri¬ 
fication: a 2008 episode of King of the Hill 
titled “Lady and Gentrification.” 

The cartoon about Hank Hill, surburban 
Texas life, and propane and propane acces¬ 
sories seems an unlikely vehicle to take 
on the subject—but the show always sided 
with working people above the rich and 
hipsters. The episode begins with Hank’s 
employee, Enrique, asking if Hank can give 
a speech at his daughter’s quinceahera. 
Hank tries to demur, saying all he knows 
about her is that she once “ate fruit salad 
at the company picnic,” but then he grud- 
ingly agrees. Meanwhile, Peggy—in her 
later-seasons role as a realtor—shows a 
generic home to a hipster named Asa. “I 
want something reaalll,” he whines in his 
yellow scarf, pink shirt and cardigan. 

The plots quickly intertwine, as Hank 
visits Enrique’s home in the Arlen barrio, 
which is depicted as bucolic: kids play soc¬ 
cer on the streets in front of pastel-painted 
houses, while a woman makes tacos on a 
sidewalk grill and an ice cream man yells, 
“jPaletas!” Peggy inadvertently takes Asa 
to this neighborhood, but he immediately 
wants to buy a home. “ This is real,” he 
declares. “Which means 'no whiteys.’” 

Actually, Asa, like all hipsters ever cre¬ 
ated, meant “no one except cool people 
like me.” Peggy quickly starts selling more 
barrio homes to hipsters, all pendejos 


with facial hair, mohawks or insufferable 
glasses. Hank worries that this influx is 
changingthe family-oriented neighbor¬ 
hood, to which Peggy responds, “Cool 
young people are good for neighborhoods. 
They come in and bring new life: art, 
music, a funky nightlife.” 

How many times have you heard that 
said by newcomers in downtown SanTana? 

Things get worse. Asa and his pals 
barge into the local taqueria, uttering 
tourist-level Spanish (“ ;Hola, mi familial” 
“jCervezas, amigo!”) before removing the 
norteho CD to put in music that Enrique 
says “makes me feel weird and depressed.” 

When Hank gets up to put the norteho 
back on, the hipsters surround him. 
“Whoa, I think this ese is in the wrong 
barrio,” one says, while Asa snaps, “You 
know where you are, gringo?” 

Enrique pleads with Hank to tell Peggy to 
stop bringing in more hipsters, pointing out 
that the taqueria now sells salmon tacos. “I 
don’t want a new life, Hank,” he says. “I like 
my life and my tacos the way they were.” 

But Peggy is defiant, bragging that she’s 
“flipping Little Mexico like a giant, golden 
quesadilla” and that “neighborhoods 
change with time. Hispanics didn’t always 
live there. Who knows who lived there 
before them? Native Americans probably 
owned those houses.” 

How many times have you heard that 
said by newcomers in downtown SanTana? 

Peggy doesn’t feel remorse until 


Enrique announces at his daughter’s 
quinceahera that they can’t afford the 
rent anymore and must move. The Hills 
and other longtime Arlen residents band 
together to drive the hipsters out using 
Peggy’s realization: “It’s not about where 
they want to be, but where they don’t 
want to be.” And what hipsters don’t 
want, according to King of the Hill, is 
socioeconomic diversity and families. 
Boomhauer, Dale and Bill Dauterive show 
up, the hipsters leave, Enrique finally buys 
a home—and Hank gives his speech. 

In a little more than 21 minutes, the 
show brilliantly captured the nastiness 
that’s gentrification. And while the end¬ 
ing is trite—it’d be nice if Latinos and 
others affected by rising rents could just 
magically buy property and stave off 
the coffee shops—the episode’s lessons 
resonate nearly a decade later. Hipsters 
are a plague that contribute nothing to 
neighborhoods other than their own self¬ 
entitlement and must be opposed on all 
fronts. Barrios are a beautiful thing that 
need no change unless longtime resi¬ 
dents want it—and on their own terms. 
Good neighborhoods are defined by the 
people committed to its essence, not 
scenesters who’ll bounce to the Next Big 
Thing at the drop of a Snap. And when 
your neighborhood taqueria starts sell¬ 
ing salmon tacos, that means the hipsters 
have arrived—BARF!

Still Standing... For a While 

OCMA showcases artists who took on the museum’s scheduled move

C onsidering the recent death of 
the Orange County Museum 
of Art’s plan to move from 
Newport Beach to Costa 
Mesa, it’s apropos that the art leading 
into the 2017 California-Pacific Trien¬ 
nial is an open grave chiseled from the 
museum’s concrete floor. The title of 
Mexican artist Santiago Borja’s This 
Is Architecture is taken from architect 
Adolf Loos’ quotation equating buildings 
with places of burial, and it sets the tone 
for the rest of the show. Subtitled “Build¬ 
ing As Ever,” expectations were that this 
would be the last show at the current 
space. The excellent work inside—much 
of it created specifically for the Trien¬ 
nial—is focused on the impermanence of 
the structure housing it. Plans snuffed 
and headed to the boneyard, the muse¬ 
um’s stalled future has led to work that 
recalls homelessness, gentrification, new 
beginnings and demolition. 

Senior curator Cassandra Coblentz 
(aided by assistant curator Alyssa Cor¬ 
dova) has taken that precariousness and 
run with it, exhibiting an international 
cadre of artists from throughout the 
Pacific Rim. Of the 28 artists listed, 13 
are from California (mostly LA, two 
from San Diego, one from Oakland); the 
remaining artists work in Asia, Oceania 
and South America. While one could 
and should ask why Coblentz couldn’t 
find and feature an artist from Orange 
County, she has otherwise chosen well. 
The work is focused and thoughtful, her 
curatorial notes densely informative. 

After the burial mound, it’s Vietnam¬ 
ese artist Trong Gia Nguyen who makes 
the first strongest impression. Nguyen 
has cut 2D representations of French 
colonial gates and fences out of sheets of 
wood, painting them in oil and acrylic. 

The thin sculptures suggest the ever¬ 
present reminders of her homeland’s 
former occupiers, as well as the fragility 
of that historical memory more than 60 
years later. Even more enlightening is her 
series of mounted inkjet prints of U.S. 
homes that her friends have lived in over 
the years. Smaller pastel portraits that 
resemble a remedial coloring book have 
been inserted into holes cut out of the 
photos. The child-like drawings, displaced 
from the photographic realism of their 
surroundings in both medium and style, is 
haunting, reminding us of the dislocation 
that refugees face every day. 

All the work here is political in its 
recognition of intransigence and loss of 
history, of the things we try to remember 
and forget, but Ken Ehrlich’s collection 
of archival images of Iranian mosques are 


the most political with a capital P. Initially 
unremarkable black-and-white vintage 
photos upon closer viewing reveal CIA 
documents laser cut into each one. As the 
current administration circles Iran like 
rabid weasels, threatening war, it sent 
chills up my spine reading the unclassified 
details of the 1953 U.S. and British coup 
that overthrew that nation’s democrati¬ 
cally elected prime minister and opened 
the country’s oil fields to foreign powers. 

More subtly political, the sturdy, 
lightweight orange-and-gray framing in 
Estudio Teddy Cruz + Forman’s Mecalux 
Retro-fit: Framework for Incremental 
Housing resembles something you could 
pick up in a Home Depot. Walking 
underneath it, however, it’s refreshing to 
see it as something that is not only pretty 
to look at, but also something functional: 
With some coverings, it could work as an 
activist’s station for the easy dissemina¬ 
tion of community info or, even better, 
an adequate, low-cost godsend to our 
homeless populations. 

Gentrification isn’t always internal 
in Alex Slade’s photographic documen¬ 
tations of downtown LA. Essentially 
majestic variations of scaffolding hiding 
renovated structures, the long titles of 
the pictures tip us off: the name of the 
building, its location, the billions of dol¬ 
lars budgeted for repair and (shockingly) 
the foreign company (usually Chinese 
or Korean) that owns it. That neglect 
of the once grand in our own back yard 
is echoed in performance artist Pilar 


Quinteros’ destroyed model of Newport 
Beach’s China House, a Chinese-style 
home built in the late 1920s and torn 
down in the ’80s. Quinteros walked from 
the site of SanTana’s former Chinatown 
(burned down at the command of city 
officials in 1906) to Corona del Mar, 
dragging a model of the quaint abode 
attached to a rope behind her. She docu¬ 
mented its disintegration on an accom¬ 
panying video, then placed the shambles 
inside a viewing case. 

We don’t know what, if anything, is 
buried in Borja’s grave. While we may be 
privy to his intent via notes, it also works 
on other levels: as a warning, a cynical 
aside, even a threat (to memory or the 
future). Likewise, Coblentz’s program¬ 
ming isn’t just another art exhibition or 
an examination of the museum’s angst. 
Instead, she’s given us a snapshot of what 
was previously an unexpressed transition 
throughout the world, capturing some¬ 
thing that everyone was aware of, but few 
able to articulate. That she’s gathered so 
many fine artists lucid enough to do so 
with such fervor and prescience under 
one roof, however temporary, is a marvel.

Emo’s Missing Link 

Twenty-five years ago, Farside created a sound that still resonates around the world

W hen Farside broke into 
the local hardcore-punk 
scene of the early ’90s 
with Rochambeau, they 
didn’t really fit the mold of what was 
going on at the time. They weren’t really 
performing hardcore music, and they 
certainly weren’t of the same punk mold 
that flooded Orange County through the 
’80s and ’90s. But that didn’t stop vocalist 
Michael “Popeye” Vogelsang and the rest 
of the band from creating and performing 
the thoughtful, catchy rock music that 
came naturally to them. 

“We all met through the hardcore 
scene—but obviously Farside wasn’t that 
hardcore—so we just decided to try some¬ 
thing different and kind of made it up 
as we went along,” Vogelsang says. “We 
didn’t really have a plan, and we were 
mostly just amazed that people gave us 
the time of day. There really was no goal. 
We just wanted to make some music, and 
some people liked it.” 

The impact Farside left with their 
three full-length records and couple of 
EPs can still be felt across the musical 
landscape. Their tunes, which bridged 
the gap between post-hardcore and ’90s 
emo music, spread across the country 
into the ears of young fans—including 
members of Get Up Kids; Saves the Day, 
whose name actually stems from a lyric 
in Rochambeau’ s “Hero”; and Gaslight 
Anthem, who cover Farside’s “I Hope 
You’re Unhappy”—but Popeye and his 
band mates were mostly worried about 
studying for college exams and not being 
late to their part-time jobs. 

“It’s not like we started the band to 
be the biggest band in the world or to 
make that much money,” Vogelsang says. 
“We never thought more than a month 
ahead, so every time something cool 
would happen, we’d just take a step back 
and think, Tsn’t this great?! Aren’t we 
lucky?!’ We were all going to school and 
had jobs, so we definitely never sat back 
on our laurels and thought we were part 
of something huge and amazing. 

“I always figured the bands that came 
before us were the really good bands and 
that there’d always be bands after us that 
would be more popular and more signifi¬ 
cant,” Vogelsang continues. “It wasn’t 
until someone would send you a letter 
from somewhere else in the world or 
you’d walk down the street and see some¬ 
one wearing one of your T-shirts that we’d 
be reminded we were in the middle of 
something really cool.” 

Even 25 years later, it’s tough for the 
songwriter to look back on the band’s 
legacy and influence. Sometimes, while 


cooking dinner, Vogelsang will throw on 
Rochambeau, Rigged or The Monroe Doc¬ 
trine, but it’s more to see if it stacks up to 
his memories than to gloat or stroke his 
own ego. He’s still surprised by how many 
people, both in OC and around the world, 
remember the band’s contributions. 

“Once in a while, I’ll play a solo acoustic 
show somewhere on the East Coast and 
throw in a few Farside songs, and every¬ 
one knows the words and sings along,” 
Vogelsang says. “It’s hard for me to take it 
all in because I can’t believe that anybody 
still cares about it. I still meet people and 
get messages on Facebook and stuff where 
people will tell me how much an album 
meant to them, and I don’t even really 
know what to say to them. It’s like, Tf you 
knew what a dork I really was, you might 
have a different opinion about Farside.’ 

“It’s great to still feel connected to all 
of it and to see that the community is 
still alive and thriving,” Vogelsang con¬ 
tinues. “I guess we contributed in our 
own way, and it’s such an honor to see 
that. I’ll still bump into a younger band 
who’s a million times more successful 
than Farside ever was at a show, and they 
want to shake my hand and thank me for 
being an inspiration. The whole time, I’m 
just thinking, ‘But didn’t your record go 
platinum?’ It’s super- flattering, but I’d 
feel weird if I sat back and thought I had 
something to do with that.” 

Despite breaking up not long after 
dropping what many consider their mas¬ 
terpiece, 1999’s The Monroe Doctrine, 
the split wasn’t a bad one. “It became 
a question of what there was left for us 
to do anymore, so we just kind of went 
away quietly,” Vogelsang says. “We 
didn’t do a last show. We’ve never done a 
reunion—although we get an offer every 
once in awhile, but we’re all just cool 
with where we left it. 

“I’ve always appreciated that it didn’t 
end in a weird way,” Vogelsang contin¬ 
ues. “After you log that many miles and 
that many years with a group of your 
buddies, you want to be able to hang 
on to that and have fond memories. We 
had plenty of disagreements, but I’m so 
thankful we never had any huge blow¬ 
outs or anything.” 

Those friendships are what made Far- 
side’s journey so special in the first place. 
Aside from forming their own brotherly 
bond, the longstanding relationships the 
group created throughout the rock scene 
and community—in part because they 
were known for being exceptionally well- 
behaved at venues—are, to Vogelsang, the 
most important part of the band’s legacy. 

“Looking back, I can’t believe we got to 


do all of the stuff we got to do,” Vogelsang 
says with a laugh. “I still can’t give enough 
thanks to all of the people we got to work 
with and who supported us over the years 


because that’s what made it fun. We were 
all just a bunch of goofballs who didn’t 
know what we were doing.”

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Sludgier Than Thou 

Shakespeare inspired the heavy sound of Less Art

T he seeds of post-hardcore were 
firmly planted in the soil of 
Less Art before they were even 
a band. After touring in other 
groups for the better part of two or more 
decades, drummer Riley Breckenridge 
of Thrice; his brother, Thrice bassist Ed; 
and members of Kowloon City and Curl 
Up and Die have teamed up to produce 
a guttural, sludgy sound that evolved 
from a baseball-themed joke called Puig 
Destroyer into a new force of nature that’s 
both green and ferocious. (Their debut EP, 
Strangled Light, was released on July 28.) 

OC WEEKLY; You’ve described your band 
as “ post-hardcore by post-youths.” How 
do you look at the genre that originally 
inspired you now? 

RILEY BRECKENRIDGE: All of us in the 

band have been in bands, some for more 
than 15 years at least. We’ve been around 
a lot and played different kinds of shows, 
but at the core of Less Art is an apprecia¬ 
tion for the bands that built hardcore and 
post-hardcore, such as Quicksand, Snap- 
case, Drive Like Jehu, Embrace and Cave 
In. So this is our chance to pay respects 
to those bands, drawing influence from 
those bands and putting a spin on it in our 
own way, taking little bits and pieces of 
what we do with our other bands. 

What’s it like to tackle a new band at this 
stage in your career with Thrice? 

It’s exciting, and it’s a lot of work. We’re 
on a really small label, with not much of 
a promotional budget, so it’s a lot of hus¬ 
tling, just like Thrice did in the late ’90s. 
But instead of making demo tapes and flit¬ 
tering shows, there’s a lot of social media 
stuff and song streaming and teasers. It’s 
a lot of work, but it’s a different kind of 
work, so that’s exciting. Musically, it gives 


me a chance to scratch an itch that I don’t 
get to scratch with Thrice all that often. I 
listen to a lot of super-sludgy, super-heavy, 
brutal music. So having the opportunity 
to play it in a live setting with people I 
admire is really fun. 

How has the writing process changed 
between you and your brother? 

He’s playing guitar in Less Art instead 
of bass, and I’m playing with a different 
bass player for the first time ever. So it’s 
been cool to learn how to play with a dif¬ 
ferent bass player and have the rhythm 
take shape and still play off what my 
brother does on guitar. Ed’s brain has 
always worked in a bizarre way, cre¬ 
atively; he writes a lot of weird stuff that 
I love. Having him get the opportunity 
to use that on a different instrument has 
been interesting. 

How do you balance a new band with an 
existing band and a family? 

I definitely could’ve picked a better time 
to do a side project. There’s not a lot of 
time to be creative. But the main priority 
aside from family is Thrice. But there are 
windows where I can work on Less Art 
stuff. Right now, Thrice has a pretty long 
break from the road, and we’re working 
on a new record, so I have time to work on 
the Less Art stuff. It’s a fun challenge, but 
also really difficult.... In a live setting, it’s 
gonna be something cool to see. 

Talk about your name, which was inspired 
by Shakespeare and basically described as 
u more substance, less rhetoric”? 

I think that’s the ethos of this band. 
There’s no bullshit involved. There’s no 
bullshit in Thrice either, but for this proj¬ 
ect, we’re just writing music and playing 
songs. We’re not out to do anything else 
but have a good time.

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Right on Time 

A fter he was diagnosed with Hodgkins lym¬ 
phoma last June, Max Beckman made one 
of priorities putting out a noteworthy fifth release 
with Half Past Two, his ska band of 10 years. 

Nearly one year later, that's just what the 
Orange County group did. Half Past Two released 
Camp Slushtone on June 22 at the second 
annual Ska-mic Con event, which was created 
by guitarist Cameron Hallenbeck's production 
company, Pocket Entertainment, and headlined 
by Less Than Jake and Reel Big Fish. 

The album, named forthe band's original mon¬ 
iker, was funded using Kickstarter. Half Past Two 
ended up raising more than $800 by fans, meet¬ 
ing their initial goal of $500 in less than 24 hours. 
A vinyl version (their first! (will be distributed in 
January as a split with their previous release, 
Mastering Karate. 

"We've been fortunate enough to cross a lot 
of our aspirations off the list, but vinyl has always 
been one of our goals," says lead vocalist Tara 
Hahn. "With this new music, we just agreed it 
was time to make a Half Past Two vinyl." 

The band, which formed in 2006, has always 
followed a do-it-yourself path, says guitar¬ 
ist David Parris. They are on their own label 
and book their own shows, and last month, 
they released a music video for "So Cal Sum¬ 
mer," which their filmmaker friend Chris Graue 
directed at a neighborhood pool party. 

"The ska scene around here is neat. Every¬ 
body helps each other," Hahn says. "The music 
video needed to be done DIY so that, years down 
the road, we can look back and say, 'Hey, look at 
all of these people that believed in one another 
and did this really cool thing together.'" 

Among the 12 upbeat ska tracks on the 
split album is a cover of the Killers' "Smile Like 
You Mean It." It was the fourth time the group 
recorded with David Irish of the Orange-based 
studio Pot o' Gold Recording. Irish considers the 
work "the best written and performed songs they 
have done to date."

"Half Past Two makes the process so easy and 
fun," he says. "They show up prepared, know 
what they want and are open-minded to ideas." 

For Hahn, recording their best album to date 
was particularly important after Beckman's can¬ 
cer diagnosis. "Immediately, everything was put 
on hold so we could support Beckman through 
his recovery," she says. "During that time, David 
stepped up and really helped us keep things 
going like Max wanted. I'm grateful that we've 
been able to unify and complete Camp Slush- 
tone. It means so much more because of what it 
took to get here." 

Over the Fourth of July weekend, Beckman 
relapsed and was admitted to the hospital. 
Though he was recently released, he's facing 
"more severe" treatment this time around, 

Hahn says. 

"David is learning Max's guitar parts because, 
just like before, Max doesn't want his cancer to 
stop Half Past Two," she says. "He's just ready to 
beat this and get past it." 

Beckman is grateful for the support of his 
band mates and fans. "It makes me want to 
push harder to live up to their expectations 
and do more and more," he says. "We're hop¬ 
ing to continue raising funding to add to the 
exclusive packages and provide even more 
goodies to our supporters."
